Twice during the present war has 
the Victoria Cross been won In a 
vay tha: could by no possibility have 
been fo‘escen when the decoration 
was first instituted. 

For Queen Victoria, of caurse, 
never saw an aeroplanc or an airship, 
nor ever dreamt of the possibility of 
an aerial duel between the two types 
of aircraft suct as gained for the 
late Flight Sub-Lieutenant Warne- 
ford the coveted bit of bronze. 

Neither coulc she, nor any of her 
advisers probably, have imagined the 
episode in. the’ Dardanelles, when 
Lieutenant Holbrook dived his sub- 
marine under five rows of Turkish 
mines in order te torpedo the battle- 
ship Messudiyeh, thereby winning the 
first naval V.C. of the war. 

Even In the days gone by, however, 
many Crosses have been won in quite 
curious and exceptional circum- 
stances, Admiral ‘Tug’ Wilson, for 
example, got his for bowling over 
half-a-doren Arabs with his fists at El 
Teb, after his sword had been broken 
off short at the hijt, a feat which also 
earned for him his popular nickname, 
the original “Tug”. Wilson having 
been an Englist boxer who, about 
that time, gaine. a certain brief not- 
oriety by standing up to John L. Sul- 
livan, the heav;-weight champion of 
the world.

& greenish-yellow gas with a pecullarly

HIGH EXPLOSIVE SHELLS 


Against Strong Defenses Lyddite and 
Toluol Excet Shrapnel 

High-explosive shells are strong steel 
cases with a fuse, usually placed in the 
base. The charge employed may be 
elther lyddite—which is a preparation 
vf picric acid—or tri-nitrotolul. The 
metal fn the shell is fairly thick. The 
explosion has a thoroughly destructive 
eifect upon anything near the point 
where the shell explodes—concreto, 
walls, entanglements, steel shields for 
-he trenches or for guns. The French 
=nd Germans use these shells to pre 
pare the way for assaults on hostile 
trenches, demolishing -with them alt 
obstacles. Strapnel are quite differ: 
ent projectiles, and are serviceable 
against infantry In the open or \ightly 
entrenched. They are thin steel cases 
containing a very small charge of low 
or moderate power explosive, which 
opens for the cases and liberates a 
large number of bullets in them. These 
cover an oval area as thoy scatter and 
kill unprotected men, 


Guarding Modern Forts 

Around the foundations of most m 
Britain’s forts are broad, circular gal- 
leries, well ventilated, and fitted with 
electric light. They are called “listen- 
ing galleries,” because, in ‘times of 
slege, they are guarded by relays of 
expert Msteners, who keep thelr ears 
pricked up for the pick and shovel of 
the enemy.

ANTIPODEANS’ DASHING ATTACK AT THE DARDANELLES 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—While the Russians are fighting des- 
perately to extricate themselves from the cordon of Austro-Ger- 
man troops which is steadily pressing them more.closely in Po- 
land, the Allies are working feverishly and with considerable 
success to open the Dardanelles, through which they hope to pour 
into Russia much-needed munitions of war. 

Since Saturday night, when fresh British forces were landed 
on the Gallipoli peninsula, there has been almost continuous 
fighting on the Krithia road. ‘In-these operations Australians 
and New Zealanders have co-operated with new forces to the 
north, following the success of the troops on the Krithia road 
and those to the north of the “Anzac” zone, the Australlans and 
New Zealanders took the offensive yesterday and succeeded in 
trebling the area formerly held by them. Their comrades to the 
north, who assisted them, made no flrther progress however. 

‘Simultaneously the French battleship:St. Louis attacked the 
Turkish batteries on the Asiatic side of the Straits which had 
been bombarding the allied positions on the peninsula, and put 
five guns out of commission. These actions are believed here to 
be preliminary to a much more ambitious attempt, which has 
been planned-by the Anglo-French commanders to sweep the 
Turks before them. Very heavy losses which already have been 
inflicted on the Turks have had a discouraging effect on the Ot- 
toman troops, according to reports from Greece.

*s"Whe: t'e marvels of modern 
artillery are described, perhaps “-we 
direct our admiration too exclusively 
to the mechanicians\ who have com- 
bined to construct it {We must not, 
however, forget’ the metallurgist,:for 
it is owing to the ‘astonishing quali- 
ties of the metal that the gun is so 
well able to resist the enormous 
strain due to the detonation of tie 
explosive. 53 

“It is Interesting to cite here some 
figures published | by ‘Commandant 
Regnault. At each discharge of a gun, 
in the czse of‘our field-pieces, in less j 
than: three-tenths of a second the 
pressure exceeds twenty tons to the 
square inch, and the speed of the pro- 
jectiie leaving the muzzle is more 
than 2,500ft. a second. 

“The energy developed may be put 
at about bilf a million foot-pounds; 
in other words, considering the can- 
non as a motor working during an 
exceedingly short time, we may place 
its rating at about twenty million 
horsepower. 

“Not only mus: the metal be able 
to resist these strains time after 
Ume, but to do so under unfavor- 
able conditions, such as the high 
temperatures prodtced by the explo- 
sives. And not only must the metal 
of the gun be as strong as this, but It 
is the same with that of the shell. 
‘The sheli of our ‘seventy-five’ sup- 
ports a pressure estimated at seven- 
teen tons; the work of the device 
that takes up the recoil reaches about 
twelve tons to the Square inch, and 
the mount neutralizes at each dis- 
charge about two tons. 

“In fact, these conditions are real- 
ized in quite a remarkable way. It 
has been possible to test in the ma- 
chine-shop the pleces of a battery 
that has fired several thousand shots 
and to show that they have suffered 
not the slightest deformation. 

“This is why it is necessary to 
employ special steels. The use of 
nickel, in proportions of 1 per cent. 
to 2 per cent., gives to steel special 
qualities. This is one of the points 
where the economic blockade to 
which the Germans are subjected is 
likely to cause them great trouble 


when it becomes necessary for them. 


to renew their war “material. For 
nickel comes exclusively from New 
Caledonia and Canada, that /s to say, 
from a French colony and a British 
one. When the Germans, therefore, 
have used up their stock, there will 
be no source from which to replenish 
it”

case of German Amecirans. One of 
these Americans lately arrived in 
Switzerland from Germany © related 
that: Casement was recently sent to 
visit a camp In/Germany where Irish 
prisoners of war were interned in 
order that he might’ address them 
and endeavor to suborn them against 
England. As soon as be began to 
speak, however, they discovered who 
he was, and a rush was made upon 
him. Indeed he would — have been 
lynched had he not been at once sur- 
rounded br armed men on guard.

is recruiting, and the country would 
be only too pleased to see him con- 
centrate his brisk and enterprising 
intellect on that subject. Not a day 
should go by that General Hughes 
does not shed a new light on its dif- 
ficulties, Until lately recruiting me- 
thods have been left very largely in 
the hands of the loca! regimental au- 
thorities acting under general orders 
from Ottawa to get so many men by 
such and such a time. The local of- 
cera have done their duty nobly, but 


"they have a right to expect more di- 


rection and inspiration from the 
Militia Department than they have 
received up to date. In short, this is 
a chance for Major-General Sam to 
implement his recent performance in 
regard to Valcartier Camp by consist- 
ent diligence algqng lines not as spec- 
tacular, but quite as helpfal to the 
British Empire. 

It is suggested that the routinary 
persons who carry on the Department 
of Militia are in constant need of a 
nervous presence Iike Major-General 
Hughes, who will keep them on the 
jump.

Another matter the Militia Depart- 
ment shoul ‘take in hand is public 
meetizigs, Recruiting speeches are a 
fine thing ‘if they are’ not too long, 
and if they are spoken by the right 
man in the right vein. Statesmen 
are a good drawing card, but it may 
be laid down'‘as a general rule that 
one khaki uniform that has been at 
the front ia worth a carload of pollti- 
cians, It follows that recruiting. meet- 
ings should make great play with re- 
turned heroes from the battle front, 
Their splendid example is worth a 
wilderness of brave words. 

Moreover, the meetings must be 
property managed, so.that the right 
kind of audience lstens to «thd 
speeches andi applauds the heroes. 
The right kind /of,.audlehce (is; an 
audience * of-possible recruits,” and

WAR PROFITS LIMITED IN MANY ESTABLISHMENTS. 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—David'Lloyd George,, Minister of Munti- 
tions, announces that 245 establishments have been declared 
“controlled establishments” under the Munitions of War Act. As 
a result of this control, the profits of employers‘are limited: Any 
excess over such a limit becomes payable to the national ex- 
chequer. 

‘ “By this proyision,” says Mr. Lioyd George, “parliament has 
assured that sacrifices made by workmen are made for the nation 
asa whole, and not for the advantage of individuals. On the 
other hand, during the period of the war, any rules or shop cus- 
toms which" may have the effect of limiting the output of muni- 
tions are suspended in controlled establishments.” 


RUSSIANS CHECK THE GERMAN: PROGRESS. 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—Petrograd reports the Russians still 
holding in‘check the Baltic flank of the German armies which are 
attempting to cut the Warsaw-Petrograd railway. 

The news from Kovno Is satisfactory, Gen. von Hindenburg 
is making no, progress in the north.

GERMAN RESIDENTS IN BELGIUM ADVISED TO LEAVE. 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—The Amsterdam correspondent of the 
Central News says the German authorities in Belgium have ad- 
vised all "German civilians to return immediately to their own 
country presumably to avoid hardships during the winter in Bel- 
gium. 


BALKAN SITUATION NEAR SATISFACTORY SETTLEMENT. 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—Today’s newspapers express the belief 
that the Balkan situation is hopeful for the quadruple entente 
powers. It is confidently expected that Serbia will be successful- 
ly pressed to yield to the Bulgarian demands, and that the diplo- 
mats of the entente powers apparently are now engaged in trying 
to’arrange-a suitable compensation for her. The assertion is 
made that if the Allies win, Serbia probably will receive the whole 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina, with an outlet to the Adriatic, and 
an indirect outlet thro o — to Fiume; this it is declared

It is in view of this fact 
that the Lord's judgment is future 
that Christians are exhorted, “Judge 
nothing before the time.”” Our fn- 
complete knowledge renders even the 
most saintly Hable to error of judg- 
ment. Christians have the promise 
that before their work as judges be- 
gins they will be qualified for it by a 
glorious change from earthly imper- 
fection to Heavenly completeness in 
glory, honor, and immortality. 

‘The Scriptures discriminte sharply 
between the judgment of the Church 
and the judgment of the world; and 
to read our Bibles intélligently we 
must thus discriminate. God has not 
ignored sin during the past six thou- 
sand years. He is punishing the 
whole world every day. The penalty 
specified in the Bible is-death, and 
our race is dying at the rate of one 
hundred thousand dally—exclusive

St. Paul answera our query, .5ay- 
ing,” “God hath appointed a Day; in 
which He will ju -the world: in 
righteousness, by that Man whom He 
hath” ordained, 
given assurance unto all men,-in that 
He hath raised Him from’ the dead. 
(Acts 17-31.) : St. Paul does not Ba) 
that this Judgment Day hac begun in 
his time; but-that it was future, ac- 
co to God’s appointment, and as 
a result of Christ’s death. He clearly 
intimates also that Jesus is to be the 
great Judge. : 

In this view of matters, the ap- 
pointed Judgment Day ts not to be a 


ye] time of punishment for Adam’s sin; 


for mankind already have been. pun- 
ished in the dying processes of . the 
race for six <1ousand years. Nor is 
the coming Judgment to punish 


Adam’s race because of their inherit- | [11 


ed weaknesses; for all. those weak- 
nesses were included In the redemp- 
tive work which the Saviour accom- 
plished when''He by the grace of God 
tasted death for every man.” 

The coming Judgment Day simply 
signifies a fresh trial for Adam and 
his race. In the first trial in Eden, 
Father Adam failed; and he‘and bis 
race all lost the perfect life with 
which he had been originally endow- 
ed, asa son of God. The new Judg- 
ment Day is designed by the Creator 
for the benefit of Adam and his race. 
In other words, it will be a second 
great trial of the race, the difference 
being that the trial will be individual, 
and the rew: or punishments In- 
dividual, not al. 

During the four thousand years 
from the time of Adam's sin and his 
coming under the death sentence 
down to the time of Christ,-" God 
merely left the world under its pen- 
alty and without any suggestion that 
well-doing or ill-doing would have 
any bearing upon their future de- 
stiny. The only exception to this rule 
was the little nation of Israel, Abra- 
bam’s family. To Abraham, a man of 
falth and loyalty.to God, came the 
Orst declaration of God's pu to 
(Galatians 3:8, 16, 
29.) Neither Abraham nor his chii- 
dren were delivered from the curse. 
He was merely informed that God 
had purposed another Judgment Day, 
fn which all the familles of the earth 
would be bless:d and in which Abra- 
ham’s Offspring would be the great 
Judge, through whom all the willip 
and obedient might be brought back 
to everlasting life and perfection. 

God might have continued to deal 
with humanity exactly as He had 
done during the Orsat two thousand 
yeare—might have left them in 
ignorance of His purpose to roll away 
the curse and to roll on a blessing. 
But another feature—of the Divine

ents in Eden. God’s Plan has not 
changed. The recovery of man from 
the death sentence will bring him to 
perfection anda world-wide earthly 
Eden, if he is obedient to the Divine 
arrangements.

Each individual then on judgment, 
on trial, will have in himself the re- 
cord of his own violations “of “con- 
science. That is to say, the unforgiv- 
‘able sins, which must \ be | punished, 
are those against the Holy Spirit, the’ 
Spirit of Righteousness, the Spirit of 
Truth—done intelligently against it. 
Thus the civilized ‘could sear. their. 
consciences in a manner that the un- 
civilized could not; and those having 
a knowledge of God and appreciation 
of the principles of His righteousness 
could injuro themselves for the fu- 
ture in a manner that more ignorant 
people could not. : 

;Jesus declared that.in the Day of 
Judgment those who did evil without 
knowledge will be punished with few- 
er, stripes than will those who did less 
evil with more light. He gives us as 
lustrations the Sodomites of old, 
who were accounted most wicked, 
and the people amongst whom He 
was preaching, who counted them- 
selves holiness people—Scribes ‘and 
P (Matthew 10:15; 11:22.) 
It' will be tolerable for all,” but less 
tolerable for those who have had 
more knowledge, more light, in the 
present life, and who have falled to 
live accordingly. 

The period since Jesus’ day, begin- 
ning at Pentecost, has been the 
Church's Judgment Day — her trial 
time. Only those coming into the 
True Church on the Lord's terms are 
privileged to have this special trial, 
and, if victorious, its special reward 
of glory, honor, and immortality in 
the Kingdom. The entrance into the 
Church is through the begetting of 
the Holy Spirit; and this begetting 
to-the new nature is granted only to 
those who turn from sin, accept the 
Redeemer as their Advocate with the 
Father, and make consecration to do 
God's will. 

As New Creatures, these have 
much advantage, in that God guaran- 
tees that “all things shall work to- 
getber for good to them”—as spirit 
beings. This means, however, that 
they will be subjected to trials, dimfi- 
culties, testings, much more severe 
than come to mankind in general; 
for they are being chiseled, polished, 
qualified, for the glories of the Hear- 
enly Kingdom. They must walk by 
faith, not by sight. They must make 
a noble fight, in their hearts at least, 
against sin'and its allurements. They 
must prove themselves loyal to God, 
to His Truth and to His service, at 
the cost of even life itself, 

The whole question we are discuss- 
ing {s summed up by the Lord in His 
Message through the Prophet Malachi 
(3:15-18). The Prophet declares 
that now we do not see evil-doers 
punished, even though they injure 
God's true people and blaspheme His 
name. But after God has made ready 
all the jewels ofthe Elect class and 
has set them in the gold of the Di- 
vine nature, there will be a change 
in prevailing conditions amongst 
men, Evil-doers will be chastised, 
with a view to their reformation. 
This falling, they “will be- destroyed 
from amongst the people.” Describ- 
ing these Restitution conditions, t he 
Prophet declares, “‘Then shall ye re- 
turn, and dircern between the right- 
eous and. the wicked.” 

What God purposes for the world 
through Messi2h’s Kingdom will be 
the grandest thing imaginable. 
Through this Kingdom, Divine judg- 
ments—justice—wi be enforced 
everywhere — yet sympathetically. 
Each will be required to live up to 
the perfect standard of the Golden 
Rvlo, to the extent of ability; and 
the Royal Priesthood will be fully 
commissioned to remit penalties for 
unintentional transgressings result- 
ing from inherited weaknesses. The 
reward to well-doers will be gradual 
growth In knowledge, in grace, in 
mental, moral, and physical strength. 

Many Ond {t dificult to understand 
how God’s judgments could bring 
great blessings to the world, Hence 
we offer some suggestions: Suppose 
that the Kingdom were ‘established, 
with Christ and the glorifed Church 
in control, invisible to men, but all- 
powerful and all-wise, Suppose my- 
triads of agents and agencies for the 
carrying out of the Divine will 
through this Royal Priesthood oper- 
‘ating like the sound waves of the 
wireless telegraph. Suppose a con- 
trite sinner earnest in his full surren- 
der to the Lord, and imagine his ac- 
ceptance to Divine favor indicated by 
a miraculous healing of some infirm- 
ity or by an enlightenment of mina 
permitting him to appreciate the Dit 
vine ,will. On the other hand, sap- 
poee a lover of sin attempting to com- 
mit wrong and receiving instant pun- 
ishment—his hand paralyzed in the 
act of forging a sigaature or of tak- 
{og the property of another—his 
tongue paralyzed in the act of utter- 
Ing slander, profanity, or untruth. 

How quickly the world would learn 
righteousnesa under such conditions! 
These very conditions we would now 
be naturally inclined to expect, but 
do not see; for God's great Plan has 
not yet reached completion.

Spain Dislikes Britain. 


< 

The reasons for Spain's sympath- 
jes being bestowed upon Germany 
are easily understood. In this first 
place, Spain, as a nation, has no 
love for Britain. She has forgotten 
the thousands of English graves that 
were made in Spain at the time of 
the Peninsular War, when British 
armies saved Spain from ‘Napoleon. 
She has not forgotten Gibraltar, 
which Britain wrested from her. The 
fact that Gibraltar would be of little 
use to Spain or to any other country 
that did not have foreign possessions 
and a great navy is overlooked. 
Spain has heard that Britain has 
made Gibraltar the strongest fortress 
in the world, and feels that she has 
been robbed of it. She does not real- 
{ze that the British possession of 
Gibraltar is really a protection for 
Spain, and Is blind to the truth that 
Britain has held this rock for more 
than a century without making the 
slightest hostile gesture toward the 
adjacent Spanish territory. 


France Also Disliked. 


Toward France, Spain's sentiments 
are more complex, but none the less 
hostile. The religious element in

The 
campaign should not flow from city 
to town, from town to village, from 
village © country, but should be con- 
ducted: by districts or counties, and 
an appeal made to the whole popu- 
lation.

The torpedo struck the 
ship and there was a terrible explos- 
jon.- The ship began to settle im- 
mediately and sank in a few minutes, 

“It was-marvelous how so many 
boats were got afloat. It spoke well 
for the discipline of the crew. I was 
an hour and a half swimming.” A 
member of the crew of the Arabic 
said when the steamer. was struck, 
she was going at sixteen knots mak- 
ing for the Dunsley. When the tor- 
pedo struck a portion of the ship| 
was torn away and he saw the bodies 
of coal trimmers and of five engine- 
ers whose watch was below blown to! 
pieces and into the sea.

“One woman; the mother of three 
children, had an arm broken and be- 
came separated from her children 
when the boats were lowered. She 
did not know of their fate until she 
met them at the landing place. It 
was an affecting scene as she clasp- 
ed them to her breast. The assistant} 
purser of the Arable said:—‘‘The tor- 
pedo hit near the engine-room, and 
the bollers of the steamer exploded. 
This accounts for the rapidity of her 
sinking. The captain was the last 
man to leave the ship. The boats 
were rowed about for four and a half 
hours before they were picked up.”

Use small, spiintery wood to start 
with and build ycur preiimf: fire 
as open as you ca", so the air Will get 
into every part o! it and thue make 
it burn freely. -Cross the sticks into 
a loose pile to do this, and do not pile 
them up in a heap of parallels if you 
hope to succeed quickly. Your fire 
and lots of it—just don’t 
forget that—and build accordingly. 

After you have a hot bed of coals 
you can burn almost any kind of 
wood any old way. 

Your cooking fire should be built 
up and allowed to burn down to a 
bed of coals, then kept going with a 
stick or so at a time, for your out- 
door cooking must be done over a 
small but pot firs, . 

One great trouble with moat camp~ 
ers is that they build about tea times 
as much fire as they need. You can 
understand this when told you can 
make coffee for two, broil bacon and 
trout for two and do it easily ovor the 
Gre that a block six inches long saw- 
ed from the end of an ordinary 2 by 
4 will produce. Don’t build your fire 
too big; keep it small and hot by giv- 
ing it plenty of draft and feeding it 
dry wood a little at a time and often.

Ships Take Oil “on the Run.” -« 
The method of supplying vessels, es- 
pecially battleships. with fuei off at sea 
is remarkably simple when compared 
with that required for coaling. A 
tanker is run up to within about 600 
feet of the vessel needing ol], a tow 
line fs attached, and a second line sup- 
ports a hose through which the oll ts 
pumped. Meanwhile the ships sre 
steaming at an hourly speed of ten to 
twelve knots.

Israel could not keep God's perfect 
Law. They failed because they were 
ainners, members of Adam’s race, 
born in sin, misshapen in iniquity, in 
sin did their mothers concelve them, 
asthe Bible explains. Finally God 
sent His Son, ‘born under the Law,” 
put under the Law for the very pur- 
pose of demonstrating that what 
other Israclites could not do He could 
do. He kept the Law, thus manifest- 
ing that “He was boly, harmless, un- 
defiled, and separate from sinners.” 
Sinners were unadle to keep God's 
Law, but Jesus kept it, and to Him 
was given the great privilege of being 
the promised Seed of Abraham. 
Qnalified to Be Blesser of the World. 

His keeping the Law, however, did 
not make our Lord Jesus Abrabam’s 
Ssed spiritual, but merely demon- 
stPated His qualifications, Even 
though He was perfect, as a man He 
could not have done the work which 
God had purposed; for He could not 
have given life to the race under sen- 
tence of death. In order to give life 
to the dying world He must first lay 
down His own life_as an equivalent 
price for the life of Adam, in whom 
the whole race fell; and He must also 
be a perfect Jew, to redeem those 
who were under the Law. He must 
take the step of sacrificing His hu- 
man life-rights, that He might do the 
Father's will. This He did. 

But even then Jesus was not the 
Seed of Abraham that should bless 
the world, except as we might regard 
Him, properly, as having been begot- 
ten to be this Seed. At the time of 
Bis baptisci, He was begotten of the 
Holy Spirit to a New Nature. It was 
here that He consecrated His human 
life-rights unto death. During the 
three and one-half years of His min- 
istry He carried out His Covenant of 
Sacrifice. This work was not fully 
accomplished until at Calvary, when 
He cried, “It is finished,” 4nd died. 
When on the third day God raised 
Him from the dead, He was. fully 
qualified to be the Blesser of the 
world as Abrabam’s Spiritual Seed— 
no longer a man, but a spirit Being, 
privileged, with the price at His com- 
mand, the value of: His own human 
life-rights, to make application of it, 
in the Father’s due time, as a Re- 
demption-price for Adam and his 
race.

the rule of decision. 

The Persians ‘and then the Greeks 
in turn succeeded the Rhodians as 
masters of the sea) These two coun- 
tries maintained large fleets of war 
vessels, called by the ancients as a 
class “vessels of force,” as distin- 
guished from their merchantmen, or 
“ships of burthen.” The great naval 
battle of Salamis, fought by these 
countries, in which it\is sald over 
1,500 vessels took part, followed by 
that of Platea and of Mycale, demon- 
strated to the Greeks, with the suc- 
cess of their arms, the immeasurable 
Value of sea power. They lost no 
time and spared no efforts in the 
creation of a still greater navy and 
adopted measures they deemed judic- 
fous In furthering the interests of 
thelr merchant marine.

Bismarck was at the height of his 
power, that the foundation. of what 
was to be a world-embracing German 
colonial empire was laid by F. A. E.

In the “Revue de Paris,” Rear-Admiral 
Degouy writes a remarkable article on the Ger- 
man High Sea Fleet, which, he says, has perhaps 
not yet said its last word: 

The High Sea Fleet is perhaps hardly so 
complyetely immobilized as we are apt to be- 
lieve. The German Bight supplies it from 
Borkum to Sylt, by way of Heligoland, with a 
kind om maritime entrenched camp, within 
which, sheltered effectually from guns, from 
mines and torpedo attack; it is able, though 
perhaps to a limited extent, to navigate, man-} 
oeuvre, and carry out exercises. There is 
also the Baltic to be considered, and though 
it is true the Germans hav eestaviiz:hed a 
special squadron based on Kiel for the Bal- 
tic, composed of the einght or ten oldes* hat- 
tleships of their navy, it may well be that 
they also detach one or two newer battleships 
in turn from their High Sea Fleet, and’ thus 
give them an excellent means of training by 
permitting them to participate in operations 
of a much more active and delicate kind than 
is possible elsewhere. 

Admiral Degouy says he is convinced that 
this long period of apparent rest and inactivity 
has been seized by the German Naval Command 
as an opportunity for effecting a striking re- 
inforcement of their means of action, and even 
creating new means which will become known 
to their adversaries only on the day of decisive 
action, so long postponed, but nevertheless al- 
most inevitable. Meanwhile Admiral Jellicoe 
and his men are confidently, nay eagerly, await- 
ing ‘‘der Tag.”

On the other hand, the dally papers 
nmiust pay enormous,sums to special 
correspondents and for extra news 
service and cable and telegraph tolls, 
while, on the other hand, war general- 
ly means a big Joss due to the slump 
in business accompanying hostilities, 
even hostilities which do not directly 
affect this country. The Fourth Es- 
tate, a magazne devoted to the in- 
terests of the daily press of North 
America, estimates that the dally 
newspapers of the United States and 
Canada, during the first year of the 
war were losers to the extent of $35,- 
000,000 through these different 
sources, And if the United States 
should be involved the losses wofld 
be even greater. In the light of 
these facts. it need hardly be stated 
that the interests of the daily press 
Mes on the side of peace.—S8t. Panl

The Italian Policy 


(“Morning Chronicle,” Halifax, N.8.) 
The ultimate objects of Italian 
military policy have not yet declared 
themselves, but there seem to be, the 
Manchester “Guardian” points ont, 
two, possible directions which it may 
take. One view is that the best ser- 
vice which Italy-can render to herself 
and the Allles is to occupy as much as 
she can of “unredeemed Italy” in the 
Tyrol, in Carinthia and in Dalmatia. 
An aggressive policy of that’ kind 
would, it is now evident, consume the 
whole’ strength of the Italian army; 
but there: ts this to be sald. for. it, 
that it keeps the Italian army. where 
it would be most needed should the 
threats of a great Austro-German of- 
fensive stand for a real danger. 

The other view of the sound mill- 
tary policy for Italy to pursue is‘that 
she should confine herself to a strictly 
defensive policy on her northern fron- 
tlers, and so keep a considerable frac- 
tion of her army for service else- 
where, whether in the Dardanelles or 
conceivably on the French frontiers. 
By a “strictly defensive policy,” it is 
not, of course, meant, the “Guardian” 
explains, that the present policy of 
seizing the important strategic posi- 
tions on the frontier is unwise. On 
the contrary, it would seem to be the 
true and defensive policy. 

“The difference between a policy of 
offence and one of defence on this} ' 
northern front would seem to lie rath- 
er in the use to which it is hroposed 
to put the successes gained. The of- 
fénsive policy would regard them as 
bases of attack later, and that would 
absorb all Italy's military strength: 
But in the alternative policy these 
points gained would he regarded 
mainly as advanced posta for the de-|> 
fence of Italy from invasion, which is 
very properly the main thing from 
the Itallan point of view. Such a 
policy, if accompanied by a system of 
field fortifications, might make Ital- 
fan frontiers impregnable to attack 
and still leave over a great,manfy men 
for offensive war outside Italy. Italy 
is not n good base for attack on Aus- 
tria, and provided that she can make 
her frontiers secure he best offence 
might well be furnished on other 
military fronts.”

structed in one day, by the voluntary efforts of 
10,000 citizens of all classes. and- conditions, 
somewhat after the manner of an old-fashioned 

“barn-raising.” 

The feat wasn’t. original. Such road-mak- 
ing bees seem to have originated in Missouri and 
slowly-spread eastward. Two years ago there 
was a historic effort of the kind in Michigan. 
The Kentucky-Tennessee function, however, ap- 
pears to stand alone in the quantity of work 
accomplished. 

Whether that ioorke has permanent value, 
however, remains to be seen. From the figures 
given, it is evident that the road-makers averag- 
ed eighty feet of road per man. Anybody fa- 
miliar with road construction may figure for 
himself whether it’s possible for:an average 
man—untrained, at that—to build eighty-feet of 
good, durable highway in one day, evén if he had 
the materials all ready at hand. 

-Of course, the truth is that road-making of 
this sort isn’t really construction at all. It con- 
gists chiefly of rounding and smoothing a road- 
bed of natural dirt with road-machines or scrap- 
ers. The natural results are likely to be only of 
temporary value, The real value lies in the im- 
petus it gives to the public interest in good roads 
With that-interest fully developed, we may have 
all over the country such roads as the old Ro- 
mans built.

It could hardly be figintain- 
ed,in the face of figures showing that 
England is drawing more food from 
the outgide than ever, Berlin Naggles 
over half a per cent. in estimating 
the amount “of British tonnage the 
submarines have‘ destroyed. Whether 
the loss has been 3 per cent or 3) 
per cent., it is patiently a pinprick’ in 
England’s resources. She has built 
more shipping during the year of 
war than she has lost. Fhe submarine 
campaign, therefore, would seem to 
be dictated not by the hope of doing 
material damage to the enemy, but by 
the policy of. hacking away. at the en- 
gmy regardless.

The very 
moment we make our covenant with 
God, we are dead indeed to sin and 
to all earthly interests, Our death 
dates, not from the time we actually 
die, but from the time we give up our 
will. So God there counted Jesus 
dead. He was the sacrificjal Lamb. 
To Him was given the right to open 
the Scroll. x 

So we real that at His: baptism, 
when the Holy Spirit descended upon 
our Lord, “'the Heavens [the bigher 
things} were opened unto. Him.” 
(Matthew 3:16.) The deeper things 
of God’s Plan became open to His 
mind. Never before had He seen the 
meaning of these things. “They were 
hidden from Him; as from any nat- 
ural man.

From the 
moment - of spirit-begetting, — old 
things passed away and all things be- 
came new. 

After Jesus had received the Holy 
Spirit, He went immediately into the 
wilderness for forty days, During 
that time He was a Bible ‘Student, 
thinking over the Scriptures, which, 
from boyhood He had heard read in 
the synagogue. ‘Having now received 
the iMumination of the Holy Spirit,’ 
He could. understand what was meant 
by the manna in the wilderness, by 
the serpent erected upon the pole, by 
the bullock of: the Atonement Day 
sacrifices and by the Passover Lamb. 
The wholé.Plan of God for human 
salvation was opeped to':Him., He 
had “loosed the. seven seals.”’ , 
that time He fully understood all that 
He ‘was to suffer, He saw that He was 
to give up His ‘life sacrificially, that 
He was to be crucified. - 

Then, after all the streas of. Bible 
study for forty days without food, the 
Devil came and ‘tempted: Him: This 
was the opportunity, in His weakened;

With this date, the middle of Sep- 
tember we conclude the first chapter 
of the great war, which history will 
also probably or certainly regard as 
the capital period in the whole story. 

The succeeding period up to the 
moment of writing is nearly twelve 
times as lung in mere time. It has 
cost incalculably more in human lives 
and in economic values. 

Yet it remains true to say that all 
that has passed between 14th Septem- 
ber, 1914, and Ist August,;1915, is no 
more than equal in higtoric value and 
military meaning to the bare three 
weeks which saw the failure of the

Threc months before, 
burg, on the Rhine, Dietrich, the 
mayor of the city, had complained 
that the volunteers who were about 
to join Luckner’s army*had no pa- 
triotic song to sing as they marched 
out. A young captain of engineers, 
Claude Joseph Rouget de Lisle, heard 
bim. He retired to his lodgings and 
during the night, with the aid of bis 
violin, composed the music and the 
words of the song which was to ren- 
der his name immortal. He called 
it “The War Song of the Army of the 
Rhine,” and the night on which he 
wrote it was April 24, 1792. It was 
frst sung at Dietrich’s house on the 
following day, and then Immediately 
arranged for the band of the garde 
nationale, which performed at a re- 
view on Sunday, the 29tb, and a copy 
was sent by a member of the band to 
his friend, Mireur of Marseilles, who 
himself sang it at the banquet on 
June 25.: On Aug. 20 the people of 
Paris sang it as ther stormed the 
Tuilleries. 

In the course of time the music 
has been slightly changed and stan- 
zas added, and critica have asserted 
that Rouget de Lisle appropriated bis 
melody from a German hymn—and 
yet that German hymn has never been 
Produced. Later he wrote other 
songs, but nothing that is remember- 
ed, and some plays. One, entitled 
“Tom et Lucy,” has its scene lald in 
America,. but it is forgotten. Only 
“La Marseillaise” remains. He died 
- wernt at the age of seventy-six,

Rubber Sheathing for ships, 
The loss of the Lusitania draws at- 
tention once again to the possibilities 
of rubber as a sheathing or Ining for 
the bulls of ships to avert or mini- 
mise a catastropbe such as that 
which then occurred. A good deal of 
research is understood to bave taken 
place more or less on these Lines, and 
the granting of patents for apparent- 
ly hopeful devices bas been imention- 
ed from tim: to time. Experiments 
have shown conclusively that rubber 
ia almost invulnerable to explosive at- 
tacks, and the application of the prin- 
ciple to shipping does not seem to 

present insurmountable difficulty,
